— (1) These rules may 
be called the Foreign Exchange Regulation (Encashment of 
Draft, Cheque or other Instrument) Rules, 1977. 

(2/ They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires,- — 

(a) “Act” means the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 
1973 (46 of 1973); 

(b) “Agency" means an authorised dealer as defined 
in clause (b) of section 2 of the Act; 

(c) “Cheque" includes a travellers’s cheque, 

(d) "Officer” means the Collector of Customs or the 
Director of Enforcement. 

3. Delivery of draft, cheque or other insfiumcnt for en- 
cashment. — ^As soon as may be after a direction under sub- 
section (1) of section 42 of the Act has been made, 

(a) in a case where the direction has been made by 
an officer, the officer making the direction; or 

(b) in a case where the direction has been made by 
a coui t, the officer on whose application the direc- 
tion was made, 

shall cause the draft, cheque or other instrument to be de- 
livered for encashment to the Reserve Bank or to such 
agency as the officer or the court, as the case may be, may 
specify. 

4. Encashment of draft, cheque or other instrument. — The 
Reserve Bank or the agency shall take steps without delay 
for encashing the draft, cheque or other instrument and, on 
such encashment, shall credit the proceeds realised (less any 
commission and expenses incuiied for such encashment) to a 
separate account in the name of the Customs Department or 
the Directorate of Enforcement, ns the case may be. 

5. Indemnity. — The Central Government shall indemnify 
the Re.serve Bank or the agency against any liability which 
the Reserve Bank or the agency may incur by reason of, or 
in connection with, the encashenicnt of the draft, cheque 
or other instrument delivered to it. 

6. Direction for payment of the proceeds. — Where it has 
been decided that any draft, cheque or other instiimient i* 
not to be confiscated,— 

(a) in a case where the direction has been made by an 
officer, the officer making the direction shall, or 

(b) in a case whore the direction has been made by 
a court, ihe officer on whose application the direc-

manner in which such payment is to be made. 

7. I’uyment of the proceed.s and interest.— ( 1 ) On a direc- 
tion being made under rule 6, the officer leterred to in the 
said rule shall cause to be paid to the person specified in thr 
direction, and in such currency and in such manner as may 
be .specified therein, the proceeds of the draft, cheque or 
other instrument together with interest as provided for in 
Bub-section ( 3 ) of section 42 of the Act, 

(2) Where an order is made for confiscation of any draft, 
cheque or other instrument, a copy of such order shall be 
forwarded to the Reserve Bank or the agency, by the officer 
or the court making the order of confiscation, and there- 
upon the Reserve Bank or the agency shall credit to the 
account of the Central Government, Ihc amount realised out 
of such draft, cheque or other instrument, together with 
interest, if any, on such account as credited under rule 4.

— The following draft of certain regnlafions 
further lo .amend the Jndi.an Boiler Regulations, 1950, which 
the Central Boilers Board proposes to make in exercise tif 
the powers conferred by section 28 of the Indian Boilers 
Act, 1923 (5 of 1923), is published, as Jcquired by Hub- 
section (1) of section 31 of the .said Act, for the information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said dr.aft will be taken into considera- 
tion after three months from the date of publication of this 
no.ificatipn in the Official Gazette, 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft within the 
period so specified will be considered by the Central Boilers 
Board, Such objections or suggestions should be addressed 
to the Secretary, Central Boilers Board, Ministry of Industry, 
Department of Industrial Development, Udyog Bhnvan, New 
Delhi. 

DRAFT REGUT.ATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler 

( Amendment) Regulations, 1977. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, in legiilation 
357, in clause (e), for sub-clause fi), the following shall be 
substituted, namely ; — 

“(i) Stress Relieving. — (a) For Carbon .steel, a stress re- 
lieving heat treatment shall be performed by heat- 
ing (he part to at least 600°i20°C. 

When required by the characteristics of the material different 
ternperatures may be necessary to obtain appropriate stress- 
relieving, The part to be stress relieved shall be brought 
slowly up lo the specified temperature and held at that fern- 
perature for a period proportionate on the basis of at least 
two and a half minutes per millimeter of the maximum 
thickness of the p.iri (approximately one hour per twenty- 
six millimeter of thickness) and shall be left to cool in the 
furnace to a temperature which, for parts with the thickness 
greater than 20 millimeter does not exceed 400''C. After 
withdrawal from the furnace, the part shall be moved in a 


still atmosphere. A temperature-time diagram of the stress- 
rrdieving process shall be provided when the Inspection 
Authority requires it. 

Note : Other stress-relieving heat treatments at a tempeia- 
turc as low as 550‘C may be adopted, provided 
attention is given to the holding time in order lo 
ensure a specific degree of stress relieving. 

(b) For alloy Slcel, a stress-relieving heat treatment 
shall be carried out on the basis of the compositijn 
of the alloy as shown in the Table below ; —

(c) Slres.s relieving shall he carried out by any of the 
following mclhod.s : — 

( 1 ) Locid heating using a portable muffle furnace, 
induction coils or other suitable appliances. 
Particular care shall be taken to apply neat uni- 
formally over the area to be treated. The use 
of procedures that do not provide adequate 
control for this purpose, such as manual opera- 
tion gas torches is not permissible. The tempera- 
ture shall be measured bv the ihermo-couples 
pinned, welded or otherwise suitably attached to 
the surface of the pipe and where necessary, pro- 
tected from flame impingement, 

(2) Heating in a stationary industrial furnace, The 
lemperaturc of the joint shall be measured by 
thermo-couples so disposed within the furnace as 
to give a true measure of the joint temperature.
